Mr. bright Declines to withdraw -More

Gladstone- 
London, July 5.— John Bright has 
replied to Mr. Gladstone as follows: — 
1 am Bony my speech irritated you. It 
has hfien as great a grief to me to speak 
Kit I have spoken, as it can have been 
for you to listen or read. Mr. Bright 
then argues that Mr. Gladstone's ask- 
ing last November for a majority to 
enable him lo be independent of Mr. 
Pamell was, by the country as well as 
by the liberals understood to mean a 
majority to resist Mr. Pamell, and not 
to make a complete surrender to him. 
Referring to Mr. Gladstone's objection 
to his tpjotation of the phrase describ- 
ing the Parnollites as marching through 
rapine to disruption of the Empire, Mr. 
Bright says he believes that, (he Irish 
movement is now such a conspiracy, 
and that it is expecting and seeking its 
further success through Mr. Gladstone's 
measures. Concerning the Irish land 
purchase bill Mr. Bright thinks both 
Mr. Gladstone's friends and enemies 
throughout the country have a right to 
know the Premier's intentions concern- 
ing his future action on the measure, 
and adds, "your language seems to nie 
rather a puzzle than an explanation, 
and the language of your colleagues is 
contradictory though u little clearer," 
In conclusion Mr. Bright says. "I 
have urged no man in or out of Parlia- 
ment to vote against vou. 1 abstained 
from speaking until 1 was in the fac& 
of my electors. I adhere to what 1 
said. I shall be surprised if the navv 
Parliament be more favorable to your 
Irish measures than tho one you 
thought necessary to dissolve. Though 
thus differing from you on this ques- 
tion do not imRgine 1 shall ever cease 
to admire your great qualities or to 
value the great services you have ren 
tiered the country.

Great enthusiasm pre- 
vails here, with tiring of salutes and 
general rejoicing. 

Not a word about the election of Mr. 
Heaven, I ho leader of the opposition. 
Not a syllable of the return of eleven 
government men to two oppositionists. 
Simply, the election of Mr. Hole "is eon- 
Hidered a defeat for the government all 
along the line." Mr. Simeon Tappertit 
was proud of his legs; and Mr. Norman 
Hole ia equally proud of his self-exalted 
position as "principal opponent of tho 
present local government ;" but Mr. Tap- 
pertit 'a claim to possess tho beat-shaped 
ealf in the United Kingdom created as 
much fun in hia own sooial circle aa Mr. 
Hole's effort to override Mr. Heaven will 
create throughout the length and breadth 
of !hia province. Before the late elections 
the opposition pross wailed for a Moses to 
lead them out of the wilderness- their 
intention being to thrust the veteran Mr. 
Heaven aside in the way that Mr. Blake 
relieved Air. Mackenzie of the leadership 
of the reform parly. During the contest 
the prophet remained in hiding. But lo ! 
and behold ! he now stands revealed and 
his name ia— Bole. So potent ia he that 
the mere fact of his election is deemed 
Buffioient to strike terror to the hearts of 
the government supporters and turn an 
opposition defeat into an opposition 
triumph. It is useless now to tell Mr. 
Bole that in the dispatch he deals in 
hyper-bole. Ue must 'bide a woe and be 
taught by experience.

To thk Editor: — The exceedingly un- 
fair and unjust remarks made by Mr.

If your paper had not so wide a cir- 
culation and did not exercise an influence 
beyond the city of Victoria, the matter 
would be one of coraparitively little mo- 
ment. Mr. Huiuber is perfectly well 
known here — too well known for his un- 
founded imputations to carry any weight; 
but strangers who have not the pleasure 
of that gentleman's acquaintance, will 
not only take in the fact that a city coun- 
cillor in the council chambers in Victoria 
declared "our Bremen were demoralized 
and did not know what they were doing; 
the biggest bungle 1 ever saw in my life; 
and I say so without fear of contradiction. ! ' 

It ia a question whether any stranger 
reading this would remember that this 
same Mr. Humbert interests lie in the 
re-building, not the saving, of houses. 

Still aa the statement has been made, 
■and aa it happens to he untrue, 1 think 
it ought to bo contradicted. I have my- 
self heard old firemen speak in high praise 
<.f the way in which a tire which [threat- 
ened to grow into fa serious disaster, was 
from the first kept under under control, 
and confined to the building in 
which it originated. I do not 
wish to detract from the praiae given 
to the bluejackets. They cortuiuly 
helped as much as they could and were of 
.■service in climbing to places where men 
without their training might not care to 
risk themselves. It ia not true that "our 
citizens stood with their hands in their 
pockets," and the man who fell from the 
veranda and got hurt was a citizen, not a 
blue-jacket. Moreover, everyone hut 
Mr. Humber "knows that falling off 
ladders" is not an accomplishment, and 
does not very materially tend to extin- 
guish a fire. 

It strikes me that the chief and his men 
did all that could be done and all that was 
done on tiiat occasion. Considering the 
disadvantages he was laboring under with 
a disabled engine ami a limited pressure 
of water Mr. Phillips certainly duaerves 
credit for the way in which ho cut the tiro 
olf from tho two adjoining buildings, and 
the promptitude with which it was extin- 
guished when it broke out in any now 
place, lie knows what ho ia about and 
the tiro- wardens, who know something 
about tlrea, too, are perfectly satisfied 
with tho way in which he handled hia 
business. If people gave a little less 
unnecessary advice, pestored the chief 
engineer less and did not obstruct the 
tiromon at their work It would bo an ad 
vantage to everyone. 

There was no muddle that 1 know of 
except in Coun number's brain, and he 
had better keop that clearer than it seems 
to be on tho question of furnishing bricks 
for corporation contracts and cease mind 
ing other people's business and carping 
and fault finding without rhyme or rea- 
son if he wantB to avoid trouble.

ENGLAND. 

London, .July 10. — Madagascar has 
granted an English Company a charter to 
establish a royal bank with power to coin 
money and to issue notes. The bank will 
have a capital of £2,000,000. 

Mr. Gladstone has written a rejoinder 
to tho Duko of Westminster's reply to the 
premier's charge that his graoo had struck 
a blow at the aristocracy by deserting 
liberalism and aiding the election of a 
tory candidate in his district (Chester), 
by the use of money and carriages. 
Gladstone twits tho duke with working 
for lories harder than he ever worked 
for the liberals. "Tie suggest* that in do- 
ing so he was striking a similar blow at 
the aristocracy to which he gave it when 
ho helped to defoat the reform bill in 
18fili. Gladstone says he d 'es not chal- 
lenge the propriety of the duke's action; 
but he grieves over it. "It waa an act 
against patriotism," continues Gladstone, 
"to disunite the classes ami so impair the 
strength of the empire were acta as grave 
as to strike a blow at the aristocracy 
which you did ill lHtiti when you took 
the chief part ill destroying the reform 
bill and trusting the government. It is 
not impossible what you did then you 
may be doing now. In my eyes the 
gravity of the present issue involves the 
honor of the empire. The civilized 
wnrld stamped England's Irish policy with 
discredit and disgrace. The government 
sought to cancel the past on which you 
shut your eyes and meet present and fu 
lure demands, thinking England's honor 
should be cleared. 1 Lament that this 
should be prevented. "

The total vote thus far for conservative 
and unionist is 1,455,958; Gladatonians, 
1,382,188. Copies of a telegram from 
Sexton addressed to the nationalists of 
Belfast havo beon placarded throughout 
that city. In it Sexton Bays that tho na 
tionaliata hitherto earned the public grati- 
tude by their admirable self control, de- 
spite tho repeated deliberate provocations; 
and he implores them to continue in this 
wiBe course and remain much aa possible 
within doors, especially at nightfall.

MUNICH, duly 15.— The Queen Dow- 
ager mother has ordered the construction, 
at her own expense, of a memorial chapel 
on the bank of Luke ilamborgor, at the 
palace, whore tho bodies of her son King 
Ludwig and Dr. Von Guden were found.

• IRELAND. 

Belfast, July 16.- -With the exception 
of the occasional occurrence of isolatud j 
riots the city ia politically quiet. 

Duui.in, J uly 15 - The United lroland | 
comments on the British political situa- 
tion in a somewhat raging style. Among 
other things it says: "Tricksters, sore- I 
heads, and mountebanks, who are about I 
to assume office in the present tremendous 
crisis of English history have, in com- 
mon, but one dominating impulse, to 
grab at emoluments of power. This ia, 
indeed, a grotesque sacrifice. It is as if 
a rascal imbued himself in the vestments 
of a priost for tho purpose of robbing i 
tho altar." In another paragraph the 
paper says: "Gladstone's opponents do- | 
liberately concocted the Belfast tragedies j 
for tho political purpose of murder, par 
ticular or wholesale, will not 8t0 p them j 
any more than it did Ireland's enemies I 
heretofore. The Marquis of Salisbury, | 
Joseph Chamberlain, and Lord Randolph | 
Churchill are as unscrupulous as were 
Pitt,' Clare, and Castlereagh; but they 
are punier slayers of the times, and Lord 
Hartington is as infamous aa Lord Corn- 
wall or < ieneral Boss. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, July 15. — Tho expulsion of the 
Due d'Aumalo was the cause of an excit- 
ing scene in tho Senate to-day . M. Ohes- 
nelong says that the Due's letter to Presi- 
dent Grevy in nowise justified his expul- 
sion. General Boulanger, minister of war, 
replied ho would not tolerate tho insolent 
letter of tho Due. (Uproar.) Baron La 
Rienta shoutod that the expulsion of tlio 
Due waa an act of cowardice. General 
Boulanger declared that he would not 
permit such an expression to bo applied 
to tho minister of war and quitted tho 
tribune. M, Sarian statou that tho Due's 
lettor was written with the consent ol the 
Coiute do Paris, and that tho whole affair 
it a voritablo plot.

UNITED STATES. 

San Francisco, Cal. , July lu.— To- 
night a car on the North Beach and Mis- 
sion railway missed the switch on Fourth 
street and collided with a car coining 
from tho opposite direction. In a few 
moments a crowd of several hundred per- 
sons gathered, largely composed of hood- 
lums, Tho crowd amused itself by hoot- 
ing, yelling, and firing atones at the cars, 
until it was decidod to atup running the 
cars before more soriouu damage could be 
done. As the cars camo along and wore 
ordered in for the night each one was 
greeted with a chorus of boots and yells 
and volleys of stones, rotten eggs, pota- 
toes, otc. Had it not been for the pre- 
sence of a large force of officers serious 
trouble would probably havo taker, place. 
Almost all the conductors and many of 
fho passongcrs woru hit by atones; but no 
serious bodily injuries havo been report- 
ed. The superintendent of the road said 
that the cars would bo started at the re- 
gular time to-morrow morning. They had 
all the men they needed and could get 
many more if necessary. 

Alfred Totirnequist while bathing at tho 
Alameda baths yesterday afternoon divud 
into tho water — struck hiu head on tho 
sandy bottom — and broke his neck. 
Death resulted in a short time. Tourne- 
quist waa 'S.i years of ago and was to have 
left the city for New York to be married. 

Chicago, July 15. — An Omaha special 
says that the Dundy county bank of 
Binkleman, Nub., failed yesterday. Bei- 
zer, the president, skipped to Canada and 
took with him about §100,000. The busi- 
ness men aud farmers feel the loss great- 
ly, aa many have lost the last dollar they 
had on earth. Several homesteaders had 
their little all in the bank and were to 
prove up to-day, but now will have to 
abandon their claims The greatest excite- 
inunt prevails. Bel/.or had transferred 
all his availably property to Ilia wife be 
fore leaving. Many eastern hanks and 
firms lost heavily. 

El Paso, Texas, July 15. The cold- 
blooded murder of an American citizen 
took place yestorday at u point thirty 
miles below Paso del Norte, under tho 
eyes of a Mexican magistrate and, it is 
said, by his direction and consent. On 
July 5th Gregoird Becera, who livoa op- 
posite Tregocalles, on American territory 
and is an American citizen, was celebrating 
the national holiday by giving a dance in 
the evening. The hall went along nicely 
until late, when a Mexican constable, with 
a posae of four or live attendants, arrived 
and demanded a tax from Becera. lie 
told them he was an American citi/.en on 
American soil and refused to pay. The 
posse then broke up the dance and ill- 
used Becera and his wife and children. 
One of the assailants, Antonio Garcia, 
oven threatened to kill him if he found 
him on the Mexican aide. A few days af- 
tor Becera was obliged to cross tho river 
to get some horses. While ho waa riding, 
a Mexican magistrate and the man who 
had threatened to kill him, 
Antonio Garcia, ordered him to 'stop. 
This he did, reluctantly, because be remem- 
bered the threat. No sooner had he stopped 
when Garcia, asked the judge, "Shall 1 kill 
him?" On receiving an affirmative answer 
lie shot Becera through the body, uud then 
brought him to gaol, where his brother suc- 
ceeded by strong entreaties, in taking him 
out to die. The case has been submitted 
to the American consul at l'aso del Norto, 
who says he will press it to the end. 

SOUTH AMERICA. 
Lima, Peru, July 15. — In consequence 
of depreciation and fluctuations of tho ail 
ver in circulation in this republic it has 
been proposed to use tho American gold 
dollar as a basis of monetary transaction, 
either fiscal or private, using the silver 
dollar at a value of 80 cents of the gold 
for all fractions under a quarter of an 
eagle. 

N«>\v Hebrides and Ke-w Guinea. 

In every populoua city, and even in 
many a smaller municipality throughout 
the colony of Victoria, public meetings 
have been held, at which meetings, with- 
out a single exception, strong ruaolutiona 
have beon carried against tho meditated 
cession ol New Hebrides to France. Ac- 
cording to latest advices received, Her 
Majesty's government will not proceed 
further towards a final settlement of the 
question until the general opinion of the 
Australian colonies shall havo become 
known in England, The very small num- 
ber of persons who reluctantly assent to 
the proposals of the French government, 
do so only because they are assured that 
French convicts are no longer to be aont 
to any island in the Pacific. The vast 
majority of people in tho Australian col- 
onies have no confidence in French as 
surances on that point, and feel that not 
(.nly will such assurances not be respected, 
but that any breach of them will, amid 
the larger difficulties nearer home, bo 
quietly passed over by the Imperial gov 
eminent. The result of the foreign office 
diplomacy in connexion with New Guinea, 
and the ollieial ttourdarU which handed 
over to Germany by far the larger por- 
tion of that island are too roeent to ad- 
mit of ordinarily cautious persons placing 
much confidence in either the vigilance or 
the firmness of the Down ing -street gov 
eminent in dealing with the Now Heb- 
rides. Upon the invitation of Admiral 
Tryon, an important conference sug 
geated, it is reported, by the Imperial 
government — took place lately in Sydney 
between tho admiral and Sir Patrick Jen- 
nings, tho Premier of Now South Wales, 
Mr. Gillies, tho Premier of Victoria, and 
Mr. Griffith the Premier of Queensland, 
on the siibjoot. of the naval portion of the 
colonial defences. Tho propositions dis- 
cussed were the relative eligibility of I ho 
Australian colonies supporting by federal 
scti'on a Meet of their own, ar at their 
joint cost securing tho like defence at the 
hands of the Imperial government. Wo 
are informed by this day's journals that 
tho members of the conference havo ar 
rived at a definite plan, the particulars of 
which aro to he made known simul- 
taneously to all tho colonies in the 
course of this woolt. Tho threo premiers 
also discussed the affairs of New Guinea, 
which must soon booome pressing, he - 
cause the existing arrangements under 
which the colonies provide the annual 
£15,000 for the management oi tho 
southern portion of the 'Bland oxpirea 
with the current year. Mr. Griffith some 
time back suggested that the Brisish por- 
tion of the island should bo nominnlly 
under tho governmont of Queensland, 
and that the colony, being tho cioseat to 
the now protectorate, should guarantee 
to the homo government tho continuance 
of tho payment of tho £16,000, and 'col- 
lect from the other colonies their res- 
pective contributions to this fund. Aa no 
arrangement more convenient has been 
suggested, it is probable that Mr. 
Griffith's proposal will be accepted.

ENGLAND. 

London, July 16. — Tho total voto 
polled up to tho present timo ia: Union- 
ist, 1,399,(123; Gladstone, 1,320,648. At 
midnight last night, the totals were: Con- 
servatives and Unionists, ,'IBC; Gladston- 
ians, 262. Conservatives and Unionists 
now OBtimato tho final result as follows: 
Conservative, 3*23 ; Liberal Unionists, 73; 
Gladstouians, 188; Parnellitos, 86. 

Tho result of the elections is restoring 
commercial confidence. In Dublin, mar- 
kets aro buoyant; Bank of lroland and 
Irish railway shares had advanced. 

Sir S. Wilson, conservative, has de- 
feated Capt. B, H.Yernay, Gladstonian 
candidate for re olection in North Buck- 
inghamshire, notwithstanding Mr. Clad ■ 
stone's special lottors to the electors, urg- 
ing thereto return tho captain. At last 
election he was successful by a majority 
of 1,450 in a total poll of 9,408. In 
South Gloucestershire, Elon.J. Plunkett, 
conservative, has defeated E. Stafford- 
Howard, Gladstonian. Tho unionists by 
a majority of live havo defeated E. Wat- 
son, Gladstonian, in South Ayrshire. A. 
M. Coney, Parnellite, has boon re-olectod 
from Middle Tyrone, defeating H. P. 
Moore, conservative. W. K. Redmond, 
Parnellite, has beon ro elected for North 
Permagh. He polled 3,L28 votes, while 
Win, Archdalo, hia tory opponent, polled 
but '2,802. Mr. Redmond's vote is 
127 loss than he hail at last elec 
tion while the vote of his op- 
ponent ia it) greater. In the 
south division of Monaghan Sir J. 
Mackenna, Parnellite, received -I10r> 
votes, and Mr Western, his opponent, 
lOO'J. A Gladstonian gain was made in 
Buckrose division, Yorkshire, whore 
amid intense excitement, and after a re- 
count C, Sykes, conservative candidate, 
and an intimate friend of the Prince of 
Walea, was declared beaten by one vote. 

A scrutiny and probably a petition 
will follow. Conservatives have gained 
Cheshire, Northwick, Cumberland, Egre- 
inont and Cheshire. 

London, July 15.— Mr. Gladstone 
started from Hawarden for London and 
will visit the O uu u» at Windsor during 
the day. 

London, July 14 — The Times, corn- 
meeting on Parnoll's denial of Harting- 
ton's assertion that the Nationalists were 
in league with the fenians, says: Par- 
nell's denials aro a pure waste of breath. 
It aeoms necPBsary to remind him that 
while Hartington is of unblemished char- 
acter, honor and veracity, Parnoll quite 
recently was convicted of having de- 
liberately and repeatedly affirmed that 
which he knew to be false. 

The Standard says: Parnell carries 
his protestation of innocence to an absurd 
leng'h. The question he ought to have 
forced was whether or not he has avaiied 
himself uf the services or the money of 
extremists. To accept money from 
Fenians and to then disown them ia not 
the course of conduct which commends 
iteelf to Englishmen. 

London, July 14 —The Duke of West- 
minster has replied to Mr. Gladstone's 
attack on him forgiving the use of hia 
c irriagea on election day to carry votora 
to tho polls in the interest of R. A. Gear- 
burgh, tory, against B, W. Foater, Glad- 
stonian candidate. Mr. Gladstone, in hia 
letter to Foster, characterizes the Duke's 
conduct as an act of the classes against 
the masses. The Duke says: My action 
at the theatre waa simply an expression 
of my former opinions, and consisted 
simply of a loan of some of my carriages. 
Foster did not scruple to aak for a loan of 
them at the laat election, when he waa 
the liberal candidate. The mass of the 
working classes havo rejected your policy. 
I cannot see. therefore, how my action 
can be described as a blow at your aris- 
tocratic or working classes. 

An extradition treaty between Eng- 
land and tho United States has been sign- 
ed In addition to the customary offen- 
ces the new treaty provides for tho sur- 
render of dynamite miscreants. It ia 
generally thought in diplomatic circles 
here that tho socialistic troubles in Chi- 
cago largely influenced the American gov- 
ernmont in making the treaty. 

Election rioting is reported in Saffron 
and Maldon. Many persons wore in- 
jured. The police cleared the streets and 
arrested tho ringleaders. 

IRELAND. 

Bki.i'ast, July 14. — A proclamation has 
been issued which forbids people assem- 
bling in the streets, and warns them that 
a violation of this law will render them 
liable to arrest. 

Policeman Gardnor is dead. The police 
garrison has beon largely increased. The 
wreck. ige caused by ihe rioting yesterday 
reseiubles the results of a tornado. Men, 
women and children were struck down, 
bruised and bleeding, still uttering cries 
of defiance, and threats of revenge. Tho 
proiestants were beat -n by sheer num- 
bers, and many of their houses were after- 
wards wrecked. Twenty- three prisoners, 
while nil their way to the police station, 
sang "Rule Britannia" and cursed the 
Popo, Parnoll and Sexton. 

Drui. in, July Jf>. — A Nationalist meet- 
ing at Stewartatone thia evening waa at- 
tacked by a mob. Serious lighting en- 
sued. The riot act was read. Several 
policemen were injured in tho encounter. 
Commoner Tanner is charged with assault- 
ing a Loyalist. 

CANADA. 
Toronto, Ont., July 14.— Jennings & 
Hamilton, wholesale dry goods dealers, 
have failed. Their liabilities aro $100, 
00ft, mostly to local houses,

Way to EiiKland to Co ufer 
with the Uovcmnieni. 

(Exclusive to Tlie Colonist.) 
Chioago, July 15. — A Tribune's Otta- 
wa special saya: Sandford Fleming, civil 
engineer, has sailed for England on bo- 
half of the Canadian Pacific railway to 
confor with the Imperial government and 
tho Australian agents concerning t lie es- 
tablishment of cable communication be- 
tween Canada, Japan and Australia, and 
to ascertain the amount of tho annual 
subsidies which the colonies will guaran- 
tee. Sir Chas. Tupper has also roceived 
instructions from the Dominion govern- 
ment in connection with a similar scheme. 
Thia is Fleming's scheme, which tho im - 
perial authorities promise to support. Tho 
idea is to lay a cable from Victoria, \i. C, 
to the Aleutian islands, thence to Veddo, 
Japan, thence to Hongkong, and from 
there to Australia. 



C. P. B, Forfeiture. 



The Guardiitn culls on the government to 
declare forfeit the sum of $250,000 deposit- 
ed by the Canadian Pacific railway com- 
pany as security that "by the early summer 
of 1880" they would build and equip the 
extension of the main line from Port Moody 
to Coal Harbor and English Ray. The 
"early summer" having passed and the 
■works not having been completed the gov- 
ernment have no other alternative than to 
scoop in the money guarantee and proceed 
to expend it in the improvement of the high- 
■wuy and byeways of ''the mainland." There 
may nut be two opinions as to the right of 
tho country to tho $260,000; but there 
■would be a very serious divergence of sonti- 
znent should an attempt be made to confine 
tho expenditure of the money obtained 
from that source to the mainland. The 
drydook refund was mostly expended on the 
mainland. As turn about is said to bo fair 
play, the bulk of the Canadian Pacific syn 
dloato forfeit should come to the island. 
The fun of the whole ihing lies, however, in 
the fact that the $250,000 will not be for- 
feited until the 1st of January, 188V.

Tit«' Church of Scotland. 



On Sunday last the Rev. Mr. Somor- 
ville, represental ivo of the Church of 
Scotland, preached at Etngloy, and sub- 
sequently at the adjacent churches. There 
waa a largo attendance. After service 
the rev. gentleman said, "I am desired 
by the colonial committee of tho Church 
of Scotland to express their deep interest 
in your prosperity. They do this through 
one of their members as a manifestation 
of their respect and kindly feeling. We 
feel -that the departure of the Rev. Mr. 
Dunn, who ministered among you for 
twelve years, h,i3 been a great loss, and 
wo are gralitied by the testimonies that 
you and others have home to his character 
and earnest work. Thia has beon re- 
garded as a favorable opportunity for 
ascertaining whether the next appoint- 
ment might bo made by the Church of 
Canada. We do not want to cause dis- 
union by any premature pushing of 
union, but, enjoying great liberty our- 
selves wish to promote Us exorcise in others. 
Wo have hud a large part in upholding 
ordinances hore for many years, and we 
think you are now in a position to main- 
tain thom, and also to say whether you 
could not with greater advantage bo in 
connection with tho Synod of Canada. 
That synod, at its recent assembly, has 
decided to establish a presbytery at New 
Westminster, and you could very well be 
under its jurisdiction if you so desire 
There would thus be one preabytory on 
the island and that of Canada in the in- 
terior in fraternal relationship. 

"Wo, of tho <dd church, aro like parents 
who have brought up and cherished at- 
tractive daughters, and others have come 
round about them expressing affection. 
Whilat wo would not put them out of the 
old home againat their desire, nor care to 
see others attempt to tako them away 
without our knowledge or consent, yet wo 
aro prepared to regard with favor their 
happy settlement in another home, where 
union is the result of prudence and atfeo- 
tion. It seems quite natural that the 
ecclesiastical jurisdiction should be par, 
allol with tho political ones, and I expect 
that they will soon be, if prejudice and 
rash effort be avoided, the spirit of 
charity and prudence he cherished. The 
policy of our church ia not to interfere 
with the desire of the poople, where 
change can be accomplished without strife, 
but to givo all the help we can to all 
churches." 

Mr. Wark, on behalf of tho members, 
expressed their deep sense of the kind- 
ness of the Church of Scotland in the 
past, and their gratification in hearing and 
aeoing Mr. Somervillo. He also said that 
while some like himself were content, 
that moat would desire union with 
the Church of Canada, and this, through 
no disloyalty to tho old church, but 
aimply from tho desiro of having the 
jurisdiction closer at hand. It was also 
intimated that about §500 had been sub- 
scribed towards the stipend of the new 
minister.

Fear as u Piifliolotfical Factor* 

In the Rummer of 1884 Professor 
Mosho of Turin published his brilliant 
monograph l 'Sn!/a I'aura" ("On fear"), 
just in time to admonish the profes- 
sion in Italy of how seriously t lint de- 
piessiug emotion can intensify the 
ravages of such an epidemic us cholera; 
ami now we have the same treatise ml- 
mirubly translated into French by 
Kelix Homent, justifying its reappear- 
ance by the renewed outbreak of that 
disease. There is much, however, not 
only of opportune but of permanent in- 
terest in the volume. The infusion of 
terror into tlie young growing mind — 
so frequent a resource in the nursery, 
and even, in different forms, in the 
school room— is gravely censured by 
Professor Mosso in a special chapter 
on fear as a force in education. "Every- 
thing gruesome, terrifying, panio-strik- 
ing, that is said or represented to the 
child is a tkorn left in its moral tissue 
to wound it through life. Alarm, dis- 
may, fright, cleave forever to the mem 
ory, like a fa'al creeping plant inwoven 
around reason." And he infers the 
damage done by this means to the ten- 
der brain of the young from the par- 
alysing effeots of such moral reagents 
on the adult. Examples of tlie fatal ef- 
fects of fear in these latter eases are 
vividly presented in his pages, ami be 
even coincides with the late Sir James 
Simpson in deducing from the depress- 
ing moral atmosphere of a hospital the 
argument in favor of rendering surgi- 
cal assistance at the domicile rather 
than in the ward. Fear, he maintains, 
not only aggravates but engenders dis- 
ease; while ISosquillon goes so far as to 
say that it, and not the bito of a mail j

Unfortunately ho was fed, at this 
time, with an immense amount of in- 
judicious flattery, which led him to dis- 
content and disappointment with more 
reasonable criticism and truer friends, 
and to disregard advice that would 
place him ultimately bin a higher level. 
He believed that his exceptional geni- 
us emancipated him from treading the 
uphill road of preliminary study. He 
could not bear the idea of working up- 
on fixed principles All that he could 
be got to do was to hunt up old en- 
gravings from masterly originals, learn- 
ing them as it were by heart, and copy- 
ing them from memory. These feats of 
minute and perfect reproduction were 
indeed marvels in themselves. Many 
instances have hien given of this facul- 
ty, and a notable one from the pen of 
M.J Daubree, whof was his travelling 
companion one summer in Switzerland, 
and was surprised to observe that 
whilst passing through the most ex- 
quisite scenery he never made so much 
as a single sketch. Ho would sit fur 
hours gazing before him, so quiet that 
lie almost seemed stupified; so that 
Daubroe at last could not help asking' 
if he did not think enough of the scene- 
ry to try to reproduce it. "His way of 
getting hold of an idea," adds M. 
Daubree, "siding down to delineate it, 
and never stopping till his task was 
accomplished, was the most extraordi- 
nary tiling an the world. 'The way he 
worked was quite insensate." It whs in 
the summer of 1854 that Dore made 
his lirst public appearance aa a paint- 
er. He exhibited two pictures in the 
Paris Salon, hut no notice whatever 
was taken of them. It was not realized 
that the illustrator was turning serious 
ly into a painter, nor, in fact, could he 
afi'ord to abandon tin: work which 
meant ready money, for a mere chimera 
of future greatness, The home in the 
Hue St. Dominque depended to a 
great extent upon Dore; it was an ex- 
pensive one, and lavish in hospitality- 
He gave himself no rest; ami it was 
said by one. of the family that for a 
whole year he did not sleep mi an 
average more, than three hours out of 
the twenty four. His life was one con 
tinual come ami go of publishers, 
authors, journalists and the like, and 
of excitement that never abated; yet 
ho never owned even to a headache, but 
only worked and worked, and worked. 
In the winter of 1851 and spring of 
1855, he completed four large pictures, 
but they went back to his studio, and 
connoisseurs said, "he has it all in him 
but he lacks school." He clung persist 
antly to his own idea that genius is in 
itself all-sufficient. He did not believe 
in the apprenticeship of art. He did 
not, or would not, believe in the hard 
fact that no profession can be a legiti- 
mate success which has not been learnt 
through legitimate means. In 18GS 
Dore came to London, and found the 
fame as a painter, which his country- 
men had so resolutely denied him In 
France he was acknowledged to lie the 
greatest illustrator of the time. His 
genius was acknowledged, and his in- 
tuition as a translator, but if was as- 
serted and reasserted that he had no 
school in painting, no practical know- 
ledge of fundamental rules. In Eng- 
land there whs no doubt as to Doro's 
popularity. His grand illustrated clas- 
sics had won for him an enthusiastic 
appreciation before the Dore Gallery 
had beguti to draw its crowds; and 
when *the" Neophote," the "Christian 
Martyrs," and the "Dream of Pilate' 
wife," appeared, they were at once ac 
cepted as among the noblest, works of 
art. Well received as he was every- 
where, the hero of dinners, balls, and 
/'tites, he was always longing for tin 
old home life in the Rue St. Domini 
que. His love for his mother was ab 
sorbing; and at the age of forty ht 
lived with her just as if he had been a 
child. After her death he described 
himself as most unhappy and heart 
broken. The solitude of the great ar 
tist, who was a man with a boy's 
heart, a woman's tenderness, and a 
poet's fancy, did not lust very long. 
Only a year later another funeral took 
place from the Rue St. Dominique, 
and some of tho most distinguished 
men in Franco followed the cortege.

Bills Found in Coal. 

An American contemporary states 
that Mr. Samuel H. Hoopman, of Bal- 
timore, has in his possession two wing- 
ed bats preserved in alcohol, which 
have a remarkable history. It is stated 
that they wern found Borne time ago 
imbedded in bituminous coal at Swan- 
ton Mine, Barton, Alleghany County, 
Maryland, by Anthony Kees, who says 
they were taken by him from a solid 
lump of coal alive, and that they lived 
nine days after they were released. He 
also says that the impression of the 
bats was clearly found in the coal. 
These statements were made by the 
miner in writing to Mr. Hoopman. Mr. 
Roes states also that he is willing to 
make affidavit to the same. He in- 
forms Mr. Hoopman that there was no 
crevice by which the bats could have 
crept into the coal bed, and that plas- 
ter casts of the impression wore made 
at the time the bats were released. 
These casts Mr. Hoopman is trying to 
obtain. The subject will be brought 
before the Maryland Academy of Sci- 
ence, of which Mr. Hoopman was for- 
merly a member. Cases have been from 
time to time reported of toads being 
found iu coal beds, where it is suppos- 
ed they have been imprisoned forages. 
This is the first timo Mr. Hoopman 
has ever heard of bats under the same 
circumstances. A son of Mr. Stephen 
S. Lee, one of the owners of the mine, 
is said to be conversant with the facts 
in this case as stated above, and to 
have seen tho bats alive and their im- 
pressions in tho coal, which was unfor- 
tunately permitted to lie broken or disj 
integrated in the open. air. The whole 
matter seems very mysterious. 

The Slums of Berlin. 

The slums of 1 .ondon and Paris are 
bad enough, but it appears that tho 
slums of Berlin are, if possible, worse. 
Has Echo bus just published some in- 
teresting details on the subject. There 
are about 40,000 houses in the Prus- 
sian capital. A small number are in- 
habited by one or two families, hut the 
greater majority are divided into sev- 
eral distinct lodgings. Two thousand 
live hundred contain from 1G tu 'JU 
lodgings, l!0,000 from 20 to 30 lodg- 
ings, and 10,000 over .'!0 lodgings each. 
Seventy-live thousand of these lodgings 
are compoaedlof one room ou'y, and in- 
habited by no fewer than 2 70,000 per- 
sons, which is an average of nearly four 
persons per room; 75,000 other lodg- 
ings are composed of two rooms, and 
occupied by 360,000 inhabitants, while 
the remaining .'i0,000 lodgings are 
formed of three rooms, inhabited by 
140,000 people. These figures will suf* 
tice to show the promiscuous way in 
which tbejtnasses of the Berlin popula- 
tion are lodged. The houses in the 
poor quarters, often five or six stories 
high, are built so close to one another 
that they aro nearly totally devoid of 
both light and air.
